After nego- 
tiations the demands of the sailors 
were met and it .was agreed that they 
should not be punished, 

“The signal to clear for action was 
given on the morning of April 19,” the 
deputy said. “The men gathered in 
crowds on the deck and refused to dis- 
perse when ordered... Then from the 
battleship France arose the strains of 
the international revolutionary hymn.

“*The war we are being forced to 
make against the Russians is uncon- 
stitutional.

Nullify Their Own Work. 


The constitutional authoriti n the

bate. By majorities of two or three 
yotes twenty amendments had gone 
into the bill. Some of them were want- 
ed by Agnes Nestor and the legisla- 
tive spokesmen for the women work- 
ers.
